Fern road is a high grassy mound, encircled by a deep 
nioat and a rifle trench—all that is left of a Confederate 
fort which more than 70 years ago defended the ap- 
proach to the Red River crossing. 


But old as the fort is, the Dooley's Ferry crossing is 


still older. 
Historian Fay Hempstead tells us that on June za, 


1831, Colonel Benjamin R. Milam, of Lost Prairie, Mil- 
ler county, navigated a steamboat, "The Alps," to a new 
point far up the river.

It was this Colonel Milam who, when Davey Crockett 


came through Little Rock November 12, 1835, on his 
way to the Texas wars, joined him along with many 
others—and perished at the siege of the Alamo. 


In those days the road to Dooley's Ferry was a broad 


highway—and it was still a major crossing during the 
War Between the States. And that is why this grass- 
covered fort came to be built—although the casual trav- 
eler today passes it by.

™ At,baby that is getting too much milk 


Wifl vomit, or regurgitate some of the 
oocL Sometimes he will have colic. 
Usually, however, the over-abund- 


ance of milk lessens after the first few 
days. If the milk remains in over- 


\,« <aJbtindant amounts, the milk that the 
•J baby takes may be reduced by short- 


ening the time of nursing. The excess 
supply may be suitably disposed of. 


In a few cases, the baby may seem 


to be overfed due to the fact that 
there is too much fat in the milk. 
In .this case, the doctor may direct the 
"'addition of water to the diet before 
nursing. 


.There are. however, few cases in 
which breast milk Is unsuitable for 
digestion. If a mother has been eat- 
ing garlic, the milk may have a bad 
taste. It is also possible that a bad 
taste may come to the milk from drug 
substances. 


There are various ways of finding 


out how much milk a baby is getting. 
He may be weighed before and after 
feeding. This should be done at each 
nursing, until the mother knows how 
much milk the baby is getting regu- 
larly from the breasts. 


If the mother is unable to weigh the 


baby regularly, she may tell something 
from the way in which the child 
nurses. If a baby is very hungry, he 
will nurse hungrily and with consid- 
erable "pulling power." If there is 
plenty of milk, the baby will seldom 
nurse more than five or'six minutes. 


If, however, the milk supply is in- 


sufficient, he will nurse for a half 
hour or more, and when he stops he 
does so because he is exhausted rath- 
er than because he has had enough 
milk. 


If a baby is getting no milk at all 


or exceedingly small amounts, he will 
try to nurse vigorously for a few min- 
utes and then stop.

Section1!. Whoever Shall engage in

Total reduction from a full yield per 


acre during the 1935 season from var- 
ious causes was 
reported 
to have 


bmeen 36.8 per cent of a normal ar full 
yield. The reported reduction was 4.26 
per cent in 1934. and 28.6 in 1933 


Boll weevil damage was 8.1 per cent, 


compared with 7.3 in 1934, and 9.1 in 
1933. i'Loss due to other insects was 
5.0 per cent, the highest percentage at- 
tributed to that cause in recent years. 


Loss from deficient 
moisture 
or 


drouth was 9.2 per cent, compared with 
20.7 in 1934 and 6.8 in 1933. Excessive 
moisture caused 3.7 per cent loss, com- 
pared with 1.9 in 1934 and 2.6 in 1933. 


"Other climatic" influences, includ- 


ing floods, frost, heat and hot winds 
were somewhat more destructive than 
usual, contributing 6.5 per cent to the 
reduction in yield, compared with 7.3 
in 1934 and 3.7 in 1933. 


Plant diseases caused losses of about 


2.2 per cent, approximately the same 
as in the previous three years. 


Production of cottonseed was re-
